for bonds bearing five and four nnd one 
half per cent Interest respectively. 'Hie 
annual interest has been reduced from over 
one hundred and thirty millions of dollars 
in 1869, to but little over4 one hundred mil- 
lions of dollars in 1870. The balance of 
trade has been changed from over one 
hundred and thirty millions against the 
United Suites lu 1869 to more loan one 
hundred and twenty millions of dollars in 
our favor in 1876. It is confidently believed 
that the balance of trade in favor of the 
United States will Increase, not diminish, 
and that the pledge of Congress to resume 
specie payments ju 1879, Will be easily ac-
